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T HE Seven-Year Plan for the Development of the National Economy is a brilliant 

programme of the Korean people. It envisages further prosperity and develop- 
ment of the country and more bountiful life of the people. : 

The Korean people made a great advance in socialist construction in the past 
period. The Three-Year Plan was followed by the successful fulfilment of the Five- 
Year Plan (1957-1961), which was completed in four years. With economy and cul- 
ture developing by leaps and bounds, our country, once an underdeveloped colonial 
agrarian country, and which was severely destroyed by the three year long war

ple there from famine and poverty when the country, now divided into two parts 
owing to the occupation of South Korea by the U.S. imperialists, is unified. More, 
the plan will open up a decisively favourable phase for the peaceful unification of 
the country. 

In the Seven-Year Plan period, too, we will adhere to the Party line of en- 
suring priority growth of heavy industry with the simultaneous development of light 
industry and agriculture and of accelerating all-round development of science and 
culture.

INDUSTRY 


The preceding Five-Year Plan was to lay the foundation of socialist 
industrialization and solve, in the main, the problems of food, clothing and 
housing for ihe people. The Seven-Year Plan is a plan of socialist indus- 
{rialization and all-round technical reconstruction, : 

During the four years of the Five-Year Plan the total industrial output 
value increased 3.5 times and annual industrial: production averaged an in- 
crease of 36.6 per cent. More than 10 years out of the 15 years since 
liberation were taken up by the war and rehabilitation work of the des- 
troyed economy, but the industrial output in 1960 grew 7.6 times that in 
the pre-liberation year of 1944. 

All this illustrates the unprecedentedly rapid advance of our industry. 
And in our country the task of laying the foundation of socialist industrial- 
ization was completed in a short space of time. In the Seven-Year Plan 
period, too, we will continuously develop the industrial production at a 
rapid pace. With the gross industrial output value annually growing by 18

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For the establishment of a system of self-supporting industry, we will 
consolidate raw material and fuel-power bases relying on the domestic 
natural resources. And we will solve through industria] method the ques- 
tion of raw materials which depended mainly on agriculture or were in 
short supply in our country owing to the limited area under cultivation, and 
make our indusiry develop definitely relying on the source of domestic raw 
materials. 

Socialist industrialization calls for the technical reconstruction 
of industry on modern lines, which constitutes a lever for es- 
teblishing ihe system of self-supporting industry. We will in- 
troduce in the plan period overall mechanization of production 
processes in industry and go over to the comprehensive automa- 
tion on an extensive scale. At ihe same time advanced technical 
processes, electrification and chemical methods will be widely 
introduced info production, And it is expected to steadily in- 
froduce the latest achievements of modern science—the semi- 
conducior and electronic engineering, peaceful harnessing of the 
atomic energy, ete. 

The Seven-Year Plan period will witness 
a great change in the distribution of the 
productive force. In the period of Seven- 
Year Plan, with the existing indusirial 
centres further strengthened, new industrial 
centres will be built in Bakchun, Book- 
chang, Danchun, etc.

ELECTRIC POWER INDUSTRY 


In the post-war period the severely destroyed 
power stations were completely resiored and new 
ones built. As a result the power output has in- 
creased markedly compared with the pre-war period. 

The Seven-Year Plan set us the tasks of carrying 
out the technical reconstruction of all branches of 
the national economy, developing modern industries 
in a big way, ‘and materializing the electrification 
of the major trunk lines. Hence, we plan fo increase 
the total generating capacity to 3,380,000 kw, the 
power output to 17,000 million kwh by the end of 
the Seven-Year Plan. For this, we will rationaily 
combine the construction of hydropower stations 
with that of thermal power stations and, while con- 
centrating on building big-scale power staticns, will 
wage a nation-wide movement to set up medium- 
and small-size power stations. 
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COAL INDUSTRY 


The Seven-Year Plan demands a rapid 
increase in the coal output in connection 
with the development of iron and steel in- 
dustries, large-scale expansion of thermal 
power stations, extensive introduction of 
gasification of anthracite and the growing 
demand of city-dwellers for coal. 

To meet this demand by increasing the 
annual output of coal to 25 million tons 
by 1967, we will concentrate capital con- 
Struction investments and technical force 
on the large coal mines with rich deposits 
and broad prospects of development, and 


thus raise the coal output per colliery, per 


pit and per face. 


MINING INDUSTRY 
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In the plan period we will increase the 
gross output value of mining industry 2.6 
times. During the same period we will ex- 
pand the production of non-metal min- 
erals greatly, while exerting main efforts 
on producing ferrous and non-ferrous min- 
erals. 

With this in view, the existing mines will 
be reconstructed and expanded and more 
mines opened. 

In the field of iron-ore extraction, the 
Moosan Mine with a deposits of 1,100 
million tons will be reconstructed and ex- 
panded into a large, modern mines so as 
to meet, first of all, the demand of the

reinforced apace. 

In the production of non-ferrous min- 
erals the existing mines will be fully 
equiped and expanded, and large, medium 
and small mines be newly developed and 
the capacity of ore-dressing be increased 
2.2 times. 
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METAL-WORKING 
INDUSTRY 


In the Seven-Year Plan period we will 
rapidly expand the production of such 
major goods as pig iron, steel and rolled 
stock, and bring about a considerable

change in the production structure of the 
metal-working industry. During the same 
period the specifications and standards of 
rolled stock will be multiplied to a great 
extent and the output of duplex-process 
goods such as wire rope, sheet steel be 
rapidly increased. And in the field of steel 
production, many converters of higher pro- 
ductivity with less building cost compared 
with open-hearth furnaces, will be built 
and the ratio of electric steel be raised 
markedly. 

In the plan period, in order to satisly 
the requirements for special metals which 
are needed extensively for the production 
of up-to-date machines, instruments and 
chemical equipment in keeping with the 
rapid development of our industry, we will 
increase the production of acid-proof, 
heat-resisting metals, high-magnetic metals, 
hard alloy, and various other kinds of 
special steel and alloy steel. 

In the field of non-ferrous metallurgy the 
production capacity of the existing smel- 
feries will be expanded; a rolling non- 
ferrous metal shop will be built in the 
Nampo Smeltery, and an aluminium factory 
be built to produce 20,000 tons of alumini- 
um annually by comprehensively proces- 
sing nephelite.

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i MACHINE-BUILDING INDUSTRY 


In the Seven-Year Plan 
which is primarily designed 
for the overall technical re- 
construction, the main link in 
the whole chain of questions 
is the development of ma- 
chine-building industry. 

The machine-building indus- 
try is now confronted with 
the colossal task of produc- 
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ing and supplying large quantities of 
various heavy industrial machines includ- 
ing metallurgical equipment, light indus- 
trial machines, building machines and 
transport facilities, and various other ma- 
chines and equipment for the mechaniza- 
tion of agriculture and fishery. In the plan 
period we will expand the heavy and pre- 
cision machine-building industry, build 
new factories producing automation in- 
struments, electron” tubes, measuring in- 
struments, thus perfecting the structure of 
machine-building industry. 

Our Machine-building industry — will 
turn out in this period various new types 
of precision instruments, large-size high 
pressure boilers, generators with capaci- 
ties of 45,000-50,000 kva, hydraulic and 
thermal turbines and large-size 220,000 
volt transformers, large capacity oxygen 
generators, trunk-line electric locomotives, 
large-size excavators, heavy weight lor- 
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Tractors 


ries, caterpillar iractors, and build vessels 
with the tonnage running up to 10,000 
tons. 


Our machine-building industry will trans- 
fer from the stage of producing separate 
machines and equipment to the stage of 
turning out comprehensive equipment for 
big, modern factories. 


-For the rapid development of machine- 
building industry, all the existing machine- 
building plants will be perfected and ex- 
panded, new factories be set up and ad- 
vanced technique be introduced, In the 
introduction of advanced technique pres- 
sing and stamping methods will be widely 
applied in the production of machines, in 
particular, forging will be mechanized, 
and not only automatic machine tools but 
also automatic lines will be introduced in- 
to the production of various standard 
goods, lorries and tractors. 


Automobiles 


CHEMICAL INDUSTRY 
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The central task of chemical industry is to create a solid raw 
material base for light industry through a chemical method an 
to apply chemistry in agriculture. The artificial fibre industry will 
be extended and a large-size synthetic fibre industry be created. 
The production of .synthetic resins including polyvinyl chloride 
will be sharply increased and a synthetic rubber factory with an 
annual capacity of 20,000 tons be built. Along with this, the con- 
struction of a crude oil processing factory with an annual capa- 
city of 2,000,000 tons will be started in the Aoji district and its 
first stage project will be completed by 1967 to create a capa- 
city of 1,000,000 tons. 

In the Seven-Year Plan period, the annual capacity of the 
vinalon factory will be expanded to 30,000 tons, and a vichion 
factory be built. Thus the share of chemical fibres in the produc- 


tion of raw fibre materials will increase from 29 per cent in 1960 


fo more than 50 per cent in 1967. 

By the end of the Seven-year Plan the output of various 
chemical goods will rise to: 94,000 tons in chemical fibres, 
68,000 fons in synthetic resins, 15,000-20,000 tons in synthetic 
rubber and 1.7 million tons in chemical fertilizers. 
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 BUILDING-MATERIALS 
INDUSTRY 


We have already carried out much 
construction work to get rid of the 
backward looks of the country. Yet 
we are still to conduct more and 
larger scale construction in towns 
and the countryside. 

For the purpose of successfully 
carrying out the vast capital con- 
struction as envisaged in the Seven- 
Year Plan, it is necessary to further 
develop building-materials industry. 
With this in view, the existing ce- 
ment factories will be remodelled or 
expanded and new ones built so as 
to meet the demand for cement ac- 
cording to the use and standard of 
quality. 

To increase the production of 
sheet glass and ceramics for the 
building projects, a glass factory 
with an annual capacity of four 
million square metres and sanitary 
porcelain factories will be built. At 
the same time, felt paper factories 
and various fixtures factories will be 
expanded, specialization and stand- 
ardization effected in their produc- 
jion and the variety of the products 
further enlarged. ; 

It is envisaged in the Seven-Year Plan that 
the output of cement will rise to 4.3 million 
tons, prefabricated parts to 1,880,000 cubic 
metres and sheet glass to 10 million square 
metres. 

And part of the building materials will be 
made from synthetic resins so as to econo- 
mize iron and timber and to reduce con- 
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struction costs. 


TEXTILE INDUSTRY 


It is one of the most important 
tasks the Seven-Year Plan set be- 
fore light industry to successfully 
solve the question of clothing by 
producing chemical fibre fabrics 
such as  vinalon, vichlon, staple 
fibres, etc. and by increasing the 
production of woollen fabrics, flax 
fabrics and knit goods firmly rely- 
ing on the domestic raw material 
resources, 

The annual output of fabrics will 
rise to 300 million metres during 
ihe first three years of the Seven- 
Year Plan and to 500 million metres 
in 1967. 

This means that 50 metres of 
fabrics will go round for each of 
the population and that our country 
will aitain the world level in the 
production of fabrics. 

Along with the rapid growth of 
the output of fabrics, fundamental 
changes will be registered both in 
ihe assortment of fabrics and in the 
quality of products. Suit and over- 
coat materials made of chemical 
fibres, high-grade silks, flax and 
ramie fabrics will be produced in 
large quantities, and thé production 
of twist yarn fabrics and dyed 
fabrics will also grow matkedly. 

The total number of spindles will 
increase from 240,000 in 1960 to 
over 1,000,000 in 1967 ensuring the 
rapid development of textile  in- 
dustry.

FOOD INDUSTRY 


With the general improvement in 
the people's living and the active 
participation of women in socialist 
construction, the demand for pro= 
cessed foodstuffs has increased 
sharply. It is an urgent task for us 


-to make an epochal progress in 


the food industry and to produce 
in quantities nourishing, tasty but 


cheap foodstuffs so\as to make peo- 
ple's living more comfortable and 


abundant and free women from 
kitchen drudgery. 

The rapid :growth of agricultural 
produce, animal and marine pro- 
ducts and fruit output opens a great 
prospect for the development of the 
food industry. 

The Seven-Year Plan envisages an 
increase of 3.2 times in the output 
of processed foodstuffs, of which 
processed meat will be 4.8 times, 
processed fruits 12 times, edible oil 
more than 11 times and soft drinks 
9 times. 


DAILY NECESSARIES 
INDUSTRY 


The Seven-Year Plan period will 
witness an increase of 4.2 times in 
the output of daily necessaries. In 
the plan pertod the rubber indus- ~ 
try will be continuously developed, 
and the mass production of handy, 
pretty but cheap daily necessaries 
will be carried on on the basis of 
the speedy development of synthetic 
resin industry. 

The existing furniture factories will 
be expanded and modern ones be 
built so that we may produce and 
supply furniture, which will be in 
harmony with new houses in cities 
and villages and which will suit ihe 
customs of the people, 

Further, refrigerators, | washing- 
machines, sewing machines, bicycles, 
etc. will be produced in quantities, 
and radios, cameras, wristwatches, 
disc records and other cultural 
goods, as well as musical instru- 
ments, athletic equipment and sports 
goods, toys and toilet articles be 
produced in larger quantitios.

FISHING INDUSTRY 
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The output of marine products will grow 
to 830,000 tons in 1963 and to 1,200,000 
tons in 1967. Then, with 120 kg of fish 
for each head of the population, our coun- 
try will surpass the level of advanced 
countries in the field of fishery. 

For this we will further fortify the ma- 
terial and technical foundation of fishing 
industry, establish a scientific fishing sys- 
tem, combine properly deep-sea and 
pelagic fishing with inshore fishing, keep 
fishing boats on the sea all the year round, 
and catch fish by diverse methods, while 
developing fish breeding and culture in a 
big way. 


TOTAL NUMBER OF MOTOR

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In the Seven-Year Plan period, we will 
build a large number of 270-1,200 ton 
trawlers, 3,500-10,000 ton refrigerator boats 
and processing base-ships and other big 
and medium-size fishing boats, In the 
coming 2-3 years, we will motorize sail 
boats, mechanize arduous and labour con- 
suming work in fishing industry, and there- 
by gradually go over to the overall me- 
chanization. 

Along with this, we will further develop 
the processing work of marine producis 
and expand the capacity of freezing marine 
products by more than 7 times.

AGRICULTURE 


The severe war-wounds of agriculture 
have been healed and it has made leap- 
ing progress. 

In 1958, or during the Five-Year Plan 
period, the agricultural co-operation was 
victoriously accomplished and great suc- 
cesses were registered in the technical re- 
volution of agriculture. 

Agricultural production has increased 
year by year and the food question hes 
been solved in the main. 

We, however, are not satisfied with this. 
It is required that agriculture should be 
further developed to meet the growing 
demands of the population for agricul- 
tural produce and fully satisfy the demands 
of light industry for raw materials. 

We envisage in the Seven-Year Plan 


pericd a 2.4-fold increase in the total 
agricultural output value, of which food 
grain will be 1.7-fold, industrial crops 5.9 
fold, animal products 5-fold, fruits 3-fold 
and cocoons 2.8-fold. 

For the steep rise in agricultural pro- 
duction we should place our agriculture

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on tne basis of modern science and 
technology by introducing mechani- 
zation and chemicals,into agriculture 
and expand the arable land through 
land reclamation. 

“At present it is of utmost im- 
portance in’ technical revolution of 
our country to replace the backward 
agro-technique with up-to-date tech- 
nique... Only when agriculture is 
equipped with modern machinery 
will it keep pace with the rapidly 
developing industry. Only then is 
it possible to make the work of the 
peasants easier and their life bounti- 
ful." (Kim tl Sung) 

Mechanization of agriculture in 
our country—this means an all- 
round mechanization throughout the 
countryside—from plain areas up to 
mountain’ aréas—and the mechaniza- 
tion of all the important farm work 
and stock-breeding and transporta- 
tion. For this, a farm-machine  sta- 
tion will be set up in each county 
and the number of tractors, lorries 
and various types of farm machines 
will be increased considerably. The 
number of tractors (in terms of 15 
h.p.) will increase from 12,500 in 
1960 to more than 80,000 in 1967. 
Then the number of tractors per 
100 jungbo of arable land will 
stand af 3.2 (in terms of 15 h.p.) 

In the six months beginning with 
September 1958, 377,000 jungbo of 
new land was brought under irri- 
gation. Thus, irrigation projects were 
completed in the main in our 
country. 
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In the plan period, another 200,000 
jungbo of land will be converted into ir- 
rigated paddy fields, ihus bringing the 
total acreage of paddy fields in the coun-

try to upwards of 700,000 jungbo. 

In order to acquire 1,000,000 jungbo of 
land in the ten years to come, it is envi- 
sagec that in the Seven-Year Plan 500,000 
jungbo of land will be reclaimed and the 
acreage of arable land will reach 2,500,000 
jungbo altogether. 

The Seven-Year Plan envisages the 
increased supply of chemical fertilizers 
so as to spread more than 570 kg per 
jungbo of arable land. Along with this, 
three times as much agricultural chemicals 
of various kinds and large amounts of 
highly effective weed killers and crop 
growing stimulants will be supplied. 


GRAIN PRODUCTION 


Grain production in our country has made a 
big growth every year. In 1960 we harvested 
3,803,000: ions of grain, a two-fold rise as against 
1946. In 1961, 4,830,000 tons of grain was 
gathered. 

During the plan period we will direct greater 
efforts to the grain production for increasing the 
total grain output to 6,600,000 tons in 1967, and, 
particularly, raise the paddy output to a level of 
3,000,000 tons in 1964 so that the entire 
population can live on rice. 

The Seven-Year Plan envisages a drive to in- 
. crease the area under grain from 2,280,000 to 
2,520,000 jungbo and raise the per-jungbo yield 
of paddy field to 4-5 tons and that of maize field 
to 2,5-3 tons by 1967. 
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GRAIN OUTPUT 


In the plan period a continued growth 
will be made in the production of indus~ 
trial crops; the output of flax 2.6 times, 
oil-bearing crops 8 times and tabacco 5 
times. Production of ginseng and hop, for 
which our country is famous, will also be 
continuously expanded. 


Cocoons 


In the field of sericulture, tussah and 
Eri silk raising will be developed with 
main stress laid on indoor silk raising, thus 
bringing the total cocoon output to 22,000 
tons in 1967, a 2.8-fold rise compared 
with 1960. 


POMICULTURE 


In the Five-Year Plan period we 
created through a nation-wide drive 
100,000 jungbo of orchards and 
laid a firm foundation for the de- 
velopment of pomiculture. We will 
create another 250,000 jungbo of 
orchards in the Seven-Year Plan 
period, bringing the total area of 
orchards to 350,000 jungbo. 

And we will take good care of 
the existing orchards, while opening 
up new ones, so as to increase the 
total fruit output to 500,000 tons 
by 1967.

TRANSPORT AND COMMUNICATIONS 


Sharp increase in the volume of freight 
{urnover resulting from ihe development of 
the national economy has set a huge task 
before the sphere of transport. 

It is envisaged in the Seven-Year Plan 
that in the railway transport the volume 
of freightage will reach twice and freight 
turnover 1.9 times; in the water transport 
the volume of freight will increase 2.3 
times and freight turnover 7 times; and in 
motor transporf the volume of freightage 
will increase 2.9 times. 

The basic way of coping successfully 
with this huge volume of railway freight- 
age lies in the electrification of the rail- 
ways. In the plan period, while laying new 
lines, we will carry out the electrification 
of more than 1,500 kilometres of railway 
line sections in total. Thus, in 1967 elec- 


tric traction will account for 65 to 70 per 
cent of the total railway freight turnover. 
And automation of operation will be fur- 
thered. : 

In the field of communications the ex- 
isting trunk lines of cummunications will 
be further expanded and strengihened and 
the proportion of automatic telephones be 
further increased; the equipment of wire 
communications will be perfected through- 
out the country so as to link up every ri 
with telephone communication grids, and 
the telephone service will be gradually 
extended even to the field work teams of 
the agricultural co-operatives. 

TV broadcasting stations will be set up in 
Pyongyang and other major cities. At the 
same time, the network of through-wire 
broadcasting will be further expanded.

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RISE IN THE MATERIAL AND CULTURAL STANDARD 
OF THE PEOPLE 


Whereas in the Five-Year Plan 
period the problem of meeting the 
people’s demands for food, clothing 
and housing was solved in the 
main, in the Seven-Year Plan period 
their living standard will be radi- 
cally enhanced. 

Constant improvement of the ma- 
terial and cultural well-being of the 
people—this is the supreme prin- 
ciple governing the activities of the 
Workers’ Party of Korea. Proceed- 
ing from this, the Workers’ Party 
of Korea in the post-war period 
brought about a steep rise in the 
living standard of the people, while 
carrying out the difficult task of re- 
storing the devastated economy and 
building a self-supporting founda- 
tion of the national economy. 

The source of steady enhancement 
of the well-being of the people is 
the systematic growth of the na- 
tional income. It is envisaged in 
the Seven-Year Plan period that the 
national income will rise 2.7 times, 
or 9 times the pre-war 1949 level, 
through the rapid expansion of pro- 
duction which is in the main to be 
attained by steadily raising the la- 
bour productivity on the: basis of

Along with the systematic growth of the 
national income, we will steadily raise the 
income of the working people while ra- 
tionally coordinating the relations between 
accumulation and consumption and ensur- 
ing the high tempo of extended repro- 
duction.
